Who Landed Thursday To 
End Record Flight

NEW YORK, (W) Howard Hughes 
and four men who helped him break 
the ’round-the-world speed _ record 
rolled up “Heroes Highway” today 
through the biggest and loudest dem- 
onstration New York has seen since 
Lindbergh came home 11 years ago. 

The canyon of lower Broadway, 


through which Gertrude Ederle, Com- | 
mander Richard E. Byrd and Lindbergh | 


moved in triumph, swarmed with hu- 


manity. Sidewalks were five and six 


deep with people, uncounted thousands | 
hung out of windows of towering of- | 


fice buildings and turned July into 
winter by showering down a white bliz- 
zard of ticker tape, torn telephone 
books and scraps of paper. 

Three thousand police, one fifth of 
New York’s entire force, patrolled the 
curbs and fought ceaslessly against the 
surge of uncounted thousands who 
tried to break through the lines and 
get to the automobile in which Hughes 
was riding. Flags spangled the line of 
march to city hall where Mayor Fio- 
rello La Guardia waited to extend the

President Lunches At Wawona, 
Stops On Return To Catch 
Glacier Point View

YOSEMITE, (l—Franklin D. Roose-

After an easy overnight ride from 
San Francisco where the President re- 
| ceived the greatest ovation of his trans- 
| continental trip, where he made a plea 
| for armaments, reduction and where he 
| Teviewed the fleet, the presidential 
| train arrived at El Portal, picturesque 
/entrance to Yosemite National Park, 
lat 8:40 a. m. 

Several thousand vacationers, as— 
| sembled to welcome the chief executive, 
cheered as he detrained. 

After official greetings by Park Su- 
perintendent Lawrence Merriam and 
other park officials, the President and 
his party departed by automobile for a 
| sightseeing tour of California’s most 
famous stenic wonderland—a huge gla- 
' cial gorge 4000 feet up in the Sierra. 
The route took them up the south 
| side of the Valley, past Sentinel Dome, 
,the old Yosemite Indian village and 
‘Camp Curry, from where the President 
looked at Half Dome. 
| From there the motorcade went to 
| Happy Isles and across the valley to 
_ Mirror Lake for a tour down the north 
side of Yosemite, past Royal Arches 
|and Yosemite Falls, through Wawona 
‘tunnel to the Mariposa big trees, 25 
| miles from the floor of the valley. 

After luncheon at Mariposa Big Trees 
Lodge, in the open, the President and 
his party retraced the same road as far 
|}as Chinquapin, then turned off on a 

branch to Glacier Point for a 100 mile 
| panorama of the high Sierra. 

' The return trip through the valley 
| to El Portal was expected to be com- 
; pleted by 6 p. m. Shortly afterward 
the presidential train will proceed back 
to main lines and head south for Los 
Angeles,
